not, and have not received theſe things by 
Traaition , though born of good Parents

for himſelf? But the ſMocent, and many who 
were not then 3orn, mult be Charged therewith. 
O ye workers of Iniquity, your ſtrength in the 
Arm of Fleſh ſhall not ſecure you; for he againſt 
whom you are riſen is too mighty for you, to 
whom all muſt bow; though he ts great in Mer= 
©, yet jult in Judgment, and will judge the 
Secrets of all Hearts, by Jeſus Chriſt our Lord 
and Saviour, who with his Spiritual Eyes ſees 
through all carr al imaginations of Mcns Tradi- 
tions and imitations, and will get himfelf a 
Name above all, Lord of Lords, who in the 
time of Ignorance winked at theſe things ; but
